Action Withers 
The action opened with a bang.

ed stage, 
ll was a good begin­ 
ning, and gave promise of a good 
mystery angle, tu t this was follow­ 
ed by the appearance of low com­

down. 
While the plot war well handled 
by the author and could be worked 
into a splendid m ystery-farce with 
some revision, shortening 
of the 
first and third acts and the injec­ 
tion of more action into the second 
le t would have helped considerately.

progressed, that the author was not 
so much mtuTerted in weaving a 
teem ing m ystery into a farce com­ 
edy as h “ was in satirizing well 
known m ystery plays and teachers 
of English. The idea of the former

but why English teachers should be 
held up to satire is somewhat be­ 
yond comprehension.
